Thank you for your recent letter commenting on the 
great challenge which the Soviet Union and Communist China 
represent, I am gratified to note that you with a particular 
responsibility for instilling an awareness of the Communist 
threat in young people are keenly aware of this threat yourself. 
I am enclosing a copy of an address calling for better education 
on the dangers of international Communism in which you may 
be interested. 

I doubt that anything which I might say nuow would be 
adequate to inspire students for generations to come. Such 
words have long since been spoken by statesmen and other 
leaders throughout the history of our civilization. I believe 
the requirement now is for action rather than more words. 

I should like to comment briefly on the two questions 
which you asked. First* power does not necessarily lie in 
vastness of area or numbers of people or even of natural re- 
sources. It lies in remaining strong and maintaining our 
leadership in tha»e elements of strength which stand now as 
deterrents to Communist physical aggreseion and which wiU 
serve In the future as our bulwarks against their moral and 
ideological subversion.
